Accident Insurance 
Covers Members as follows: 

For initial memberships of one year, $15,000 maximum benefit 
Accident Insurance coverage increases to $30,000 maximum 
benefit after the first year. For initial memberships of more than 
one year, the maximum benefit is $30,000. 

While Traveling as a Passenger—Anywhere in the World: 

Club members are automatically insured for death benefits in 
the applicable maximum shown above and for benefits of up to 
the applicable maximums shown above for “dismemberment and 
loss of sight as specified (referred to below as ‘specified acci¬ 
dental injuries’),” sustained as the result of an accident while 
traveling anywhere in the world as a passenger in or on any land 
or water conveyance licensed for transportation of passengers 
for hire such as boats, taxis, buses and trains as well as planes 
operated by licensed civilian airlines or air taxis on regular 
scheduled flights between named cities or transport planes oper¬ 
ated by the Military Air Transport Service of the United States. 

Private Automobile —as a Passenger or Driver 
— Anywhere In the World: 

Death benefits of $1,000 or benefits of up to $1,000 for the above 
specified accidental injuries are paid for private passenger auto¬ 
mobile accidents while driving or riding as a passenger or fox 
accidents occuring while operating or riding in (not for wage or 
profit) any water craft not specified above. 

Pedestrian Coverage — Anywhere In the World: 

Members are covered for death benefits of $1,000 or benefits of 
up to $1,000 for the above specified accidental injuries sustained 
as a result of being struck or run over by any motor vehicle. 

Hospitalization Benefits —Anywhere in the World: 

Club members receive benefits for hospital confinement resulting 
from the above specified accidental injuries (except those sus¬ 
tained as a result of driving or riding as a passenger in a private 
passenger automobile or as a result of being struck or run over 
by any motor vehicle) at the rate of $25.00 per day for a maxi¬ 
mum of 60 days. 

Date of Occurrence — Military Provision: 

Members are entitled to the above respective benefits (other than 
hospitalization) where the loss occurs within 180 days after the 
date of the accident. Members are entitled to the above hospital¬ 
ization benefits where hospital confinement results from and 
occurs within 180 days after the date of the injuries specified for 
hospitalization benefits. Losses resulting from war, act of war or 
military air or naval service in time of war are not covered.
